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Kanaan hopes for better 
private sector investment 
in development projects 


By a Jordan Times Staff Reporter 

AMMAN — Minister of Planning Taber 
Kanaan said Monday that the participation 
in national development by the private sector 
during the past year was not up to the 
expectations of the government but express- 
ed hope that the situation would Improve 
soon. 


Dr. Kanaan., speaking at the 
weekly “Monday Press CSxde” 
organised by the Department of 
Press and Itablicatioas, said in- 
vestments in development pro- 
jects by the private sector had 
dropped. He did not give figures 
on the ratio between the private 
and public sectors in this regard 
but said the public sector was 
doing its share. 

According to provisions in the 
1986-1990 Five-Year National 
Development Plan, the private 
sector is expected to contribute 


48 per cent of the S3. 15 billion 
plan through investments in de- 
velopment projects. In line with 
the plan, the government, espe- 
cially the Ministry of Industry and 
Trade, has introduced a series of 
incentives aimed at channelling 
private sector investment into the 
productive sector. Although the 
private sector is not bound by tbe 
provisions, the government is 
ho ping to attract Jordanian inves- 
tors to employ their capital in 
areas outlined by the plan, parti- 
cularly in agriculture and in- 


dustry. 

In Dr. Kanaan’s view, the in- 
centives offered by tbe govern- 
ment and new legislation in this 
context could “provide the 
atmosphere conducive to en- 
couraging private sector revet- 
ment in tbe country.” The minis- 
ter noted that the incentives were 
also aimed at attracting Arab 
capital through encouraging joint 
Jordanian- Arab ventures. The 
public investment was “pretty 
dose” to tbe expectations of tbe 
plan, be said. 

Dr. Kanaan als o said there 
had been “encouraging and posi- 
tive si gnals " regarding die state 
of the Jordanian economy. He 
said that one of these positive 
indications was that the real 
growth achieved during the last 
year was 2.4 per cent compared 
to 2.9 per cent projected m the 
plan.

Cleric expects hostage to be spared 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — A top 
ShTite Muslim religious leader in 
Lebanon said he believed a 
French hostage under threat of 
death on Monday was to be 
spared by his ^no-Iranian captors. 

The Revolutionary Justice 
Organisation, in a statement deli- 
vered at 1800 GMT on Saturday, 
said Jean-Lams' Normandin was 
“on-trial” anditwoold announce 
his “execution” within 48 horns 
unless France answered satisfac- 
torily its demands. 

Sheikh Mohammad Mehdi 
Shamseddin, vice-president of 
the higher Shri’ite Islamic Coun- 
cil, said in a newspaper interview 
to be published on Tuesday he 
had made “tiring and sensitive 
efforts to secure his (Norman- 
fin’s) safety.” 

“I cannot say that I have been 
promised, but I can deduce from 
the results of our efforts and 
those of others that bis safety is 
more likely,” he told Beirut’s 


pro-Syrian Ash Shaiq. 

“It is utterly illegal to blame an 
innocent person for the offence of 
the party alleged to be guilty,” 
Sheikh Shamseddin said. 

He said he had worked con- 
stantly for the release of hostages 
held m Lebanon because kidnap- 
ping was “ c o rrup t and wrong.” 

As the hours ticked towards 
the deadline for Mr. Norinandm’s 
“execution,” there were no fresh 
public statements from his cap- 
tors or from the French govern-, 
ment. 

In Paris, convicted Lebanese 
Anis Naccache called Monday on 
die Revolutionary Justice Orga- 
nisation to spare the life of Mr. 
Normandin. 

Naccache “begs and entreats” 
tbe pro-Iranian group “in the

Armacost begins Moscow 
talks on regional conflicts 


MOSCOW (Agencies) — A U.S.. 
official has begun talks with 
Soviet officials on a series of 
regional conflicts as well as pre- 
parations for next month’s visit 
by U.S. Secretary of State 
George Shultz, the U.S. embassy 
said Monday. 

Michael Armacost, under- 
secretary of. state for .political 
affairs, arrived in Moscow .on 
Sunday and began meetings on 
Monday, embassy . spokesman 
Ptnfippe Duchateau said. 

He said Mr. Armacost did not 
plan to discuss the results of those 
negotiations before his departure 
Wednesday. 

The TASS news agency re- 
ported that Mr. Armacost met 
with First Deputy Foreign Minis- 
ter Yufi Vorontsov, Deputy Fore- 
ign Minister Igor Rogachev and 
other ministry officials on Mon- 
day, but raid only that the disens- 


sions involved “a wide range of 
regional questions.” 

Mr. Armacost may also meet 
with Foreign Minister Ednaxd 
Shevardnadze, who recently com- 
pleted a tour of South-East Asia. 

The talks between the super- 
power were expected to touch 
on the Middle East, Central 
America, the Far East, Southern 

Africa and Af ghanistan . 

Mr. Armacost said before de- 
parting Washington that Soviet 
proposals to withdraw troops 
from Afghanistan in 18 to 22 
months were “not genuinely se- 
rious.” ■ ' 

Mr. Armacost is also expected, 
to help lay the groundwork for 
the April 13-16 visit by Mr. 
Shultz. The Sholtz-Shevardnadze 
meetings were arranged after the 
Kremhn’s latest arms control 
proposal was presented in Gene- 
va earlier this month. 


Indian police question 2 in

“I feel very moved on arriving 
in this country and finding myself 
in this spot where this historical 
event took place,” he said. 

“I had been waiting for years 
for the occasion of visiting 
Algiers and expressing, in the 
American people’s name, my 
deep thanks for the aid and assist- 
ance Algeria provided in the li- 
beration of the U.S. hostages in 
January 1981.” 

Asked at Albany airport near 
his home town of Plains mi Sun- 
day night if to was carrying a 
letter from the administration to 
Syria about American hostages 
held in Lebanon, Mr. Carter told 
Reuters: “Not that I can discuss.” 

Mr. Carter said he planned a 
stopover in Syria rfnrfng lug two- 
week trip to “discuss a wide range

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UAE court convicts former 
head of Arab Monetary Fund 


ABU DHABI (R) — The Abu Dhabi criminal court 
Monday convicted former Arab Monetary Fond 
(AMF) President Jawad Hashem on 47 charges, 
including malpractice and forgery, and sentenced 
him to 79 years imprisonment. 

Hashem, an ex-Iraqi planning 
d of the Abu 


minister and bead 
Dhabi-based AMF from 1977 to 
1982, had been tried in his abs- 
ence and was not present in 
court. 

Three of his Iraqi associates at 
the fund, also tried in their abs- 
ence, were given jaO terms rang- 
ing from 30 to 79 years. 

Hashem and his three compat- 
riots — JalaJ Oban Estifan, 
Mahdi Saleh Bahr Ai Oulum and 
S ameer Fadel Oun — were 
ordered to pay back to the AMF 
a total of around $100 million. 

Two other defendants were in 
court. Palestinian Samir Abdul 
Latif Rajab, ex-acting head of the 
AMFs Finance Department, was 
jailed for two years, while Jorda- 
nian Tawfiq Ibrahim Ayoub, re- 


gional bead of an auditing firm, 
was acquitted on all counts. 

The head of the Abu Dhabi 
court, Hisham Ai Sarrag said: “It 
is a matter of regret and sadness 
to the court to deal with this case 
with all those involved in it ...” 

“While the fund was estab- 
lished as an Arab agency to 
achieve monetary integration, it 
was subjected from 1978 to 1982 
to criminal acts which were com- 
mitted by those who were given 
trust by the nation to achieve its 
objectives.” 

"They stole its (the fund’s) 
money, forged its papers and 
disappointed their nation and ran 
away to nests previously prepared 
by them in places of the Arab 
enemies, 1 ' Mr. Sarrag said. 


Abu Dhabi' prosecutor 
Mohammad Saleh AI Mualla told' 
Reuters that Jawad Hashem was 
believed to be moving between 
Britain, Brazil and Canada. 

The whereabouts of the other 
three Iraqis was not known, but 
Mr. Mualla said the International 
Police ■ Organisation Interpol had 
been asked to help return all four 
to the United Arab Emirates 
(UAE). 

Officials said the UAE hg d no 
extradition treaties with Britain, 
Brazil and Canada, but that con- 
tacts on the issue were underway 
with London. 

The five convicted men have 15 
days in which to lodge appeals. 
Mr. Mualla said. They must in- 
form the court within eight days 
of their intention to appeal. 

The court, after a trial lasting 
nearly three years, ordered 
Hashem and the three Iraqis to 
pay back to the AMF, at varying 
individual amounts, the sum of 
around $100 million, with 10 per 


cent interest. 

Hashem was gko fined a total 
of 1.9 million dirhams ($516,000) 
or to facet an additional jail tarn 
of 18 years and 18 months. 

Estifan, former head of the 
AMFs Financial Department, 
was convicted on 47 charges and 
sentenced to 79 years in jail. He 
was also fined 1.9 million dirhams 
($516,000). 

Oulum, ex-AMF treasury 
head, was found guilty on 46 
charges, sentenced to 75 years’ 
imprisonment and fined 1.8 mil- 
lion dirhams ($498,000). 

Oun was convicted on eight 
charges, sentenced to 30 years' 
imprisonment and fined 270,000 
dirhams ($73,000). 

The AMF was established* in 
1977 by 21 Arab countries as an 
independent authority to help 
member-states offset balance of 
payments deficits, promote 
monetary cooperation and econo- 
mic development, and improve 
Arab money markets. 


Israel denies further 
spying in United States 


TEL AVIV (AP) — Defence 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin said 
Monday since the arrest of con- 
victed spy Jonathan Jay Pollard, 
no Americans or non-Americans 
had spied for Israel in United 
States. 

However, Rabin was less 
emphatic in rejecting reports that 
the intelligence unit which re- 
cruited Pollard also used other 
Americans to cany on espionage 
against the U.S. 

“I believe it's not true. So far, 
no one can present any proof ... 
that there are others” involved in 
the spy scandal. Rabin said in a 
speech to American fundraisers. 

He was responding to a report 
in the Washington Post ou Sun- 
day which said American investi- 
gataors feared other Americans 
had been spying for Israel. 

U.S. Attorney Joseph E. Dige- 
aova told the Post the issue was 
raised during interrogation of 
Pollard, 32, who was sentenced 
earlier this month to life in prison 
for selling U.S. military secrets to 
Israel. 

Israel has said Pollard was part 
of a rogue spy ring operating 
without government authority 
which has since been dismantled. 
Rabin said since the unit had 
been dismantled, “Israel has not 
carried out any espionage activi- 
ties in the United States.” 

“Let me make it dear... there . 
are no Americans or non-Amer- 
icans that serve as spies for Israel 
against the United States,” Rabin 
said in the speech at Hadassah 
Hospital on Mount Scpous. 

Rabin also said an unidentified 
'U.S. prosecutor approached 
attorneys defending Avrem Sella, 
an army officer who acted as 
Pollard's Israeli handler in 
Washington, to try to elidt the 
names of other Americans spying 


for Israel. 

“A key figure in the prosecu- 
tion of Pollard said, and Pm 
quoting, ‘from my point of view. 
Sella can be the chief of the 
Israeli Air Force if you give me 
another name or names,’ ” Rabin 
said. 

Earlier this month, die United 
States formally protested Col. 
Sella’s appointment as chief of 
one of Israel's most prestigious 
air force bases at Tel Nof. 

Rabin criticised the United 
States for refusing to grant CoL 
Sella immunity from prosecution 
if he were questioned by U.S. 
investigators, and implied tha t 
Col. Sella could have cleared up 
unanswered questions. 

. Col. Sella “even demanded to 
be questioned because he would 
like to present to the U.S. author- 
ities his involvement in the case, 
once immunity would be 
granted,” Rabin said. 

Meanwhile, Morris B. Abram, 
chairman of the Conference of 
Presidents of Major American 
Jewish Organisations, said the 
Pollard affair “although a serious 
problem, is a blip (that does not) 
reflect the mainstream of Amer- 
ican-Israeli relations.” 

Speaking to reporters after a 
meeting with Foreign Minister 
Shimon Peres, Abram said he 
was “convinced the (Israeli) gov- 
ernment will act responsibly with 
respect to the decisions of the 
commission it appointed” to in- 
vestigate the spy scandal. 

“This is an extremely serious 
matter, the spying of an Amer- 
ican citizen for a foreign govern- 
ment. He was tried in an Amer- 
ican court, he received due pro- 
cess of law and his sentence was 
in accordance with due process of 
law,”- Abram said. “However .... 
I'm convinced this problem wiU 
go away.” 


Runcie offers to find missing 
Iranians in return for Waite 


NICOSIA, Cyprus ( AP) — In an 
exchange of letters, Robert Run- 
cie, the Archbishop of Cantur- 
bury has offered to find the 
whereabouts of three Iranians, 
kidnapped in Lebanon four years 
ago, while Iran has premised to 
help locate Terry Waite, the mis- 
ting Anglican envoy. 

The texts of the two letters 
were read Monday over Tehran 
Radio monitored in Nicosia. The 
radio did not say when the letters 
were sent. 

But Runde’s office in London 
said be wrote a letter to the 
speaker of the Iranian Parlia- 
ment, Hashemi Rafsanjani, in 
January “in response to remarks 
made in Tehran making it dear 
that if approached, he would do 
what be could to help Terry 
Waite.” 

The radio said Mr. Rafsanjani 
accepted Runde’s offe^ and 
promised to ask Iran’s Lebanese 
and Syrian friends to find Mr. 
Waite who dropped out of sight 
two months ago. 

The radio also. that Runde’s 
letter offered to help locate the 
Iranians who were seized by 
Lebanese right-wing .•■■■ Fatange 
gunmen in northern Lebanon in 
August 1982. 

They are the Iranian Charge 
<f Affaires in Lebanon Hussein - 
Mnsavi, the commander of the 
Iranian Revolutionary Guards in 
Syria, Motevaselani and a corres- 
pondent of the official Islamic 
Republic News Agency. A 
Lebanese driver was also taken. 

The radio quoted Runde’s let- 
ter as translated into Persian, the 
language spoken in Iran, as 
saying: “If you are interested, I 
wfl] be glad, by amtacting the 
Christian community in Beirut, to 
find their approximate location.” 

Mr. Waite disappeared in 
Lebanon while trying to negotiate 


tiie release of some of the 26 
foreign hostages held by pro- 
Iranian Shi’ite Muslim extrem- 
ists. 

“I welcome your offer and 
have asked officials and our 
friends in Lebanon and Syria to 
persist in looking for a due (as to 
the whereabout of) Terry 
Waite ” Mr. Rafsanjani’s letter 
said, according to the radio. 

“We expect you to inform us as 
soon as possible the results of 
your efforts in finding the four 
kidnapped Iranians and Lebanese 
and their return to the arms of 
their families. 

“I pray that this joint effort for 
the e liminati on of the suffering of 
the other s u fferers would con- 
tinue,” Mr. Rafsanjani said in his 
letter, apparently referring to the 
rest of the hostages in Lebanon. 

Mr. Rafsanjani criticised die 
Western media for ignoring the 
“grief and mourning of the 
oppressed (people) of the Thud 
World” and oouy_ reporting “the 
sufferings rendered to Wester- 
ners.” 

“Your initiative for the. rescue 
of the four kidnapped . .Iranian 
oppressed and the bereaved and 
waiting families — who have un- 
fortunately been boycotted by flic 
Western news — is a bright point 
in the dark and corrupt atmos- 
phere of imperialist Western 
news and for the credibilily for 
the church and Christianity,” the 
Iranian speaker said. 

Mr. Rafsanjani expressed re- 
gret for the “bitter incidents 
which have brought about suffer- 
ing upon tinman beings” «nd de- 
clared his “willingness to cooper- 
ate to combat such incidents.” 

According to the radio’s Per- 
sian rendering of Runde’s fetter 
the archbishop expressed strong 
faith and affection for the Iranian 
people. 


Weinberger 
to renew 
commitment 
to strengthen 
Turkish 


military 

ANKARA (R) — U.S. Defence 
Secretary Caspar Weinberger wiU 
renew Washington’s co mmi tment 
to sfrengthemng Turkey’s armed 
forces during a fonr-day visit 
from Tuesday,’ diplomats said 
Monday. 

He will discuss with Defence 
Minis ter Zeki Yavuzturk and 
Acting Prime Minister Kaya 
Erdem issues linked to the 1980 
Defence and Economic Coopera- 
tion Agreement (DECA) be- 
tween the two NATO members. 

Foreign Minister Vahit Hale- 
foglu and U.S. Secretary of State 
George Shultz were due to sign a 
“tide letter” in Washington Mon- 
day confirming last December’s 
agreement to extend the pact to 
1990. 

In Turkey, where there is con- 
sensus among mainstream politic- 
al parties on s u p p ort in g mem- 
bership of the Western alliance, 
Mr. Weinberger wfll not encoun- 
ter the type of protest that pre- 
ceded his arrival in Spain on 
Sunday. 

Communism is illegal in Tur- 
key, while the pacifist Turkish 
Peace Association was banned by 
the military in 1980 and its lead- 
ers put on trial in a case which 
continues. 

Social Democratic 
leader Erdal loom, 
urged the government on Friday 
not sign the DECA letter because 
tiie United States had not given 
firm assurances on future aid. 

Under DECA, Turkey gives 
thp. U.S. important i wnrnmiira- 
tions, intelligence-gathering and 
air base facilities in the strategic 
area between the East Mediterra- 
nean and Black Sea in exchange 
for md, set at $590 million for tms 
year. 

The figure is restricted by Con- 
gress but the side letter co mmi t s 
die U.S. administration to trying 
to help more in other ways, in- 
cluding rescheduling debts and- 
Hnent declared 
as surplus by tiie - U.S. military, 
diplomats 

Mr. Weinberger has been

Khashoggi blames CIA, North 
for failure of Iran arms deal 


MADRID (R) — Adnan 
Khashoggi, the Saudi multi-mil- 
lionaire who financed U.S. arms 
safes to Iran, said in an interview 
published Monday that the CIA 
and former White House aide 
Oliver North were to blame for 
the failure of plans to win over 
moderates withm the Iranian gov- 
ernment 

“Everything worked fine until 
the CIA (Central Intelligence 
Agency) meddled, with the new 
idea of swapping weapons for 
hostages, forgetting the initial 
objective,” he fold the Spanish 
daily newspaper El Pais. 

El Pais, in the second part of an 
interview carried out last Friday 
in Monte Carlo, quoted Mr. 
Khashoggi as saying he charged 
Iran an extra 20 per cent on the 
weapons with the idea of giving 
the money to moderates in the 
Iranian government, but the CIA 
started selling its own weapons 
more cheaply without the U.S. 


National Security Council being 
aware of it 

“The Iranians discovered the 
trick and accused us of being 
swindlers. Israel stopped defiver- 
the weapons and I lost $10 

I had advanced to (former 
White House aide) Oliver 
North,” he said. 

Mr. Khashogg i said in the first 
part of the interview published 
Sunday that the money owed to 
him was in a Swiss bank account 
in the name of Lake Resources, a 
company controlled by Col. 
North. CoL North was fired from 
the National Security Council 
(NSC) for allegedly diverting 
funds to “contras” fighting Nicar- 
agua’s Sandmista government. 

“It is a shame that a 39-year-old 
boy like him (CoL North) 'could 
have so much power in the U.S.

Iran-Iraq war was lost 
cause of him,” he said. 


Mr. Khashoggi said he doubted 
Iranian arms dealer Manusher 
Oorbasifar’s belief that he could 
St® secure the release of Amer- 
ican hostages in Lebanon. 

“He could have achieved it 
months ago ... now he is an 
embittered man, indignant 
against the Americans and f think 
he wil] never be involved again,” 
he said. 

Mr. Khashoggi forecast nkidc 

kamikaze-type actions against oil 
fields in the Iran-Iraq war as both 
countries were desperate to win 
at any price but were financ i al ly 
ruined. 

Peace would only be achieved 
if the Soviet Unkm and the Un- 
ited States together ordered them 
to end the war. 

He said progress to end Middle 
East conflicts was crudaL “My 
forecast is that next year, unless 
somethin g new occurs, every’ 
; will be over and we sbaB see 
world war,” he said.

Israeli 
attache 
in U.S. 
asks to be 
recalled 

TEL AVIV (R) — farad’s milit- 
ary attache in tiie United States, 
denied accreditation to Canada 
over his role in a 1982 Beirut 
massacre of Palestinians, wants to 
return home if he is offered a 
major field command, defence 
sources said Monday. 

Maj. Gen. Amos Yaron, in 
Washington sinoe August, com- 
manded Israeli troops surround- 
ing the Sabra and Snatfla refugee 
camps when Lebanese Falangist 
militiame n massacred hundreds 
of Palestinians in September 
1982. 

An Israeli inquiry cited Gen. 
Yaron for negligence and insensi- 
tivity for failing to halt im- 
mediately the killing s. It recom- 
mended he not be given a field 
command fin* three years. 

The sources said Gen. Yaron 
told Defence . Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin he was' hot satisfied with 
his overseas duty and p r efe rred to 
return home and seek a major 
combat co mman d. 

Gen. Yaron, 47, informed 
Rabin he encountered no prob- 
lems dnring his U.S. assignment 
despite his controversial past, the 
sources said. 

But Canada earlier tins month 
refused him accreditation as a 
non-resident attache based in 
Washington. 

A Canadian External Affairs 
Department spokesman declined 
to say why, but officials said 
privately the decision was based 
on Gen. Yaron’s role in 
Lebanon. 

The general is currently in 
Israel to prepare the visit here, 
starting Monday, of U.S. Secret- 
ary of tiie Army John Marsh. 


Bush would have advised 
against Iran arms deal 


NEW YORK (R) — Vice Presi- 
dent George Bush was quoted as 
saying he would have advised 
President Reagan against setting 
weapons to Iran had he realised 
the mitiatrve was designed merely 
to free hostages in Lebanon. 

Mr. Bush, m an interview with 
CBS News’ “60 Minutes,” said he 
accepted the Town Commission 
oonduMon that the United States 
had sold arms to Iran in return for 
Tehran's influence in freeing 
Americans held by militant fac- 
tions in Lebanon. 

But Mr. Bush said that since 
arms were not going directly to 
kidnappers he aid not link the 
arms sales to strategically-impor- 
tant Iran to efforts to free hos- 
tages elsewhere when the policies 
were discussed at key National 
Security Council (NSC) meetings 
he attended. 

I wish with clairvoyant 
hindsight that I had known that 
we were trading arms for hos- 
tages as the (Tower) report con- 
cluded, and then I would have 
weighed in very heavily with the 
president to that effect,” Mit 
Bush said.. 

Asked what might have alerted 
him that an arms-for-hostages 
deal was being planned, Mr. 
Bush said: “The rationale,, and 
the argument tint the president 
feels very strongly about, is that 
these arms did not go to tiie 
people bolding the hostages.” 

Asked if tins was a distinction 
without- a difference, Mr. Bush 
replied: “In retrospect, it may 
well be.” 

Mr. Bush, considered the Re- 
publican Party’s leading conten- 
der for 1988 president nomina- 
tion, said “it was Eke 


the solar ptearis” when he i 
profits from the arms safes had 
probably gone to aid the Nicara- 
guan rebels, known as.contras. 

Mr. Bush said he knew “no- 
thing in terms of detail” about 
what NSC aide Oliver North was 
doing to support tire contras 


when official U.S. aid to the 
rebels was 3tegaL 

“I know that Ollie North fer- 
vently believes, as I do, that 
democracy in Nicaragua should 
prevail, ” Mr. Bush said. “I know 
he cared very much. But in terms 
of detail, (I knew) nothing.” 

Asked if Ire now felt he should 
have been more involved with the 
Iran policy or the contra connec- 
tion, Mr. Bush replied, “I don't 

think SO.” 

Mr. Bush says he was so stun- 
ned when be heard reports that 
funds from Iran safes had been 
diverted to the Nicaraguan rebels 
that it was like a punch in the 
stomach. 

“I could see very dear the 
minute I heard it that it would be 
a political Mow, cause... whether 
there (was) any violation of the 
law or not, people who dis- 
approve of our policy would be 
raising cain about it,” Mr. Bush 
said. 

Referring to council meetings, 
Mr. Bush said: “What I do is 
advise the president. I don’t 
speak up in these meetings. I 
haven’t done it for 6V4 years. Fm 
not going to start now. And the 
reason for that has nothing to do 
with Iran, it has a lot to do with 
the vice presidency and bow it 

works." 

Mr. Bush said he disagreed 
with President Ronald Reagan’s 
daughter, Maureen, that CoL 
North and Adm. John Poindex- 
ter, former presidential national 
security adviser, should be conit- 
martiafled. Miss Reagan is co- 
chairman of the Republican 
National Committee. 

“These men are not guilty of 
treason,” Mr. Bush said. 'That’s 
a strong word to a gny that fought 
in combat for his country, for me, 
for Ollie North or for John 
Poindexter.” 

The vice president also said he 
knew no thing of contacts with 
contra officials by his national 
security adviser, Donald Gregg.

Under foe pension scheme, each 
journalist who has served for 25 years or who has reached the age 
of 00 will be entitled to a monthly retirement salary of JD 100. 

Decree okays joint Investment company 

AMMAN (Petra) — A Royal Decree has been issued endorsing 
agreement on establishing a Jordanian-Sandl company for indust- 
rial and agricultural investments and its statute. The agreement 
was concluded in Riyadh on Feb. 12. The proposed company, 
which will be based in Amman, has a capital of $50 minimi . 
Another Royal Decree has been issued approving instructions on 
preaching, guidance and sermons. The regulations set out the 
principles governing the delivery of sermons, preaching and 
guidance.

Seminar on plasticulture underway 


AMMAN (Petra) — President of 
the University erf Jordan Abdul 
Salam A1 Majali Monday said 
that plasticulture had developed a 
great deal in Jordan over the past 
few years and this development 
was accompanied by the emerg- 
ence of new industries and the 
drip irrigation system which has 
now spread to many agricultural 
areas in Jor dan. 

Dr. Majali, who was addres- 
sing the opening session of a 
seminar on technology used in 
plasticulture and its effects on 
agriculture in Jordan, said that 
agricultural land covered by plas- 
tic sheets now exceeds 10,000 
dun ums in the Jordan Valley and 

from some 2,500 dunums in 19^8 
when this technology first began 
in foe country. 

It is hoped that, through con- 
tinned cooperation with a French 
team now involved in carrying 
oat joint projects with the Uni- 
versity of Jordan, new means will 
be found for extending the use of 
plastic sheets and greenhouses to 
desert and semi-arid regions. Dr. 
Majali said. He added that the 
joint projects, initiated in 1982, 
cover a nude area of foe Kingdom 
and explained that a Jordanian- 


endeavouiiiig to serve the na- 
tion’s goals and objectives in va- 
rious fields of development, Dr. 
Majali said. 

He expressed hope that the 
seminar would help give further 
impetus to agricultural develop- 
ment in the Kingdom. 

The opening session was also 
addressed by Dr. Mahmoud 
Dweiri, dean of the university’s 
Faculty of Agriculture, who re- 
ferred to the joint projects being 
carried out by the university and 
foe French team. He said that 
joint endeavours are -aimed at 
arriving at a better exploitation of 
agricultural land in the Jordan 
Valley ‘and at increasing produ- 
tion. 

Projects conducted by the joint

AMMAN (Petra) — A meeting 
was held at the Ministry of Muni- 
cipal and Rural Affairs and .the 
Environment on Monday to dis- 
cuss a report prepared by foe 
Japanese Development Agency 
on the development of the Karak 
and Tafileh regions in southern 
Jordan.

Committee 
members discussed proposals for 
stemming foe migration of people 
from rural to urban regions. 

. .The report by the Japanese 
agency includes foil details about 
foe economic and social potential 
of the two districts and presents 
plans for their development with- 
in the current five-year national 
developpment scheme.

Dr. Kanaan pointed out that 
one of the government's priorities 
was to address the problem of 
unemployment. He said that a 
ministerial committee assigned 
with addressing unemployment 
had found out that joblessness in 
Jordan was basically a result of 
foe mounting number of universi- 
ty and school graduates and was 
not caused by a repatriation of 
Jordanian workers from foe Gulf 
countries. He disclosed that only 
1,275 Jordanian workers out of 
300,000 Jordanian workers re- 
turned borne from the Gulf be- 
tween June and December 1986. 
He said that among the Gulf 
countries the United Arab Emi- 
rates (UAE) laid off a tagger 
number of Jordanian workers 
than Saudi Arabia, Kuwait and 
Oman. The latter three, accord- 
ing to the minister, were follow- 
ing a policy that aim "at retaining 
foe Jordanian manpower.” 

Asked if foe Gulf countries’ 
attitude reflected a political deci- 
sion, Dr. Kanaan aid: “It is poli- 
tical in the broad sense." But he 
went further to explain that these 
countries* decision not to lay off 
many of its Jordanian workers 
"was also due to foe high quality 
of Jordanian labour and perform- 
ance in these countries." 

Dr. Kanaan said that since the 
beginning of the year the govern-, 
ment signed a number of loan 
agreements with Kuwaiti and 
Saudi agencies and European 


banks and the German Develop- 
ment Bank. The amount of $98 
million so secured would go to 
finance a number of projects in- 
cluding service projects and in- 
frastructure such as building sew- 
age systems, and developing the 
Sahab Industrial Gty and the 
Zaiqa basin. 

Dr. Kanaan also said Israel had 
crippled the Palestinian-owned 
Jerusalem District Electricity 
Comapany (JDEC) by unfairly 
limiting its prices. 

“The Jordanian government 
offered to bail it out, but on 
condition the tariffs and the 
whole structure of the concession 
should be made viable...,” Dr. 
Kanaan said, and added, “they 
would not do that.’' 

Israeli officials have threatened 
to shut down the JDEC if it 
cannot pay its debts, which Dr. 
Kanaan said exceed its net worth. 

“The Israelis succeeded in crip- 
pling the company,” by “impos- 
ing a false cap on the selling of 
dectridty,” he said. 

Dr. Kanaan said the Israelis 
had failed to honour the com- 
pany's concession which guaran- 
teed the company a specified 
profit on its operations. 

Much of die money is owned to 
the Israeli Electricity Co., from 
which it must buy power. 

Dr. Kanaan said the Ministry 
of Occupied Territories bad 
copies of Israeli accountants' re- 
ports that laid the primary blame 
for the company's problems on 
the prices at which it had to buy 
and sell power.

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‘Forged’ diplomacy 


THE forced disclosure by Britain that Israel had forged Britirii 
passports and used them in operations attributed to the Jewish state’s 
notorious secret sendee, Mossad, should act as another eye-opener to 
the world at large of bow the Western world treats brad. It took a 
London newspaper to publish a report of the forgery and a subsequent 
half-hearted Israeli apology before the British Foreign Office admitted 
that such an episode bad iai feet taken place. We wonder whether the 
story would ever have come to light had it not been for the Sunday 
Tunes report. Id all probability, London would have preferred to bury 
it within the btbrynth of British-Israefi diplomacy hoping that no-one 
would be the wiser. The best part of it all is that the story was unveiled 
more ft™ six months after it took [dace. 

We do not want to speculate as to what wonld have been the shape of 
events if it had been an Arab state that was involved ra the business. 
We all know what conld have been the reaction from London. By the 
same token, media details of the passport forgery speak of “tendon” 
between Britain and Israel over the issue, but we fell to find any trace 
of such tension between the two countries. It appears that it was just a 
passing incident which does not have any bearing whatsoever on the 
strong support that the West extends to Israel; and the matter came to 
rest with toe Israeli apology, which, according to the Sunday Times 
report, came after London tried its hand seven %es. It is not 
surprising though, since few people need any reminder of Idueii 
arrogance, whether it is the Western world, the U.S., or any other 
country in the world. 


To ns in the Arab World, more important than the state of relations 
between Israd and the West, or ft® forgery business, is bow Ear 
Mossad has succeeded in using the forged documents to penetrate the 
Arab World. The Sunday Times did in fact bring to the surface at least 
two operations mounted by Mossad uring the forged passports; a 1973 
raid on a FLO base in Beirut and a 1979 car explosion in Beirut which 
killed a senior PLO official. From the very dates of the operations, it 
appears that brad had been in the forgery business for more than 14 
years. It is anybody’s guess bow Ear brad has managed in these years 
to expand its secret networks in Arab countries. Whfle we cannot bold 
Britain solely responsible for what might have happened, we think it is 
only fair that London release to the concerned countries, on a 
govrfa jmgnMn^wivmmiHit basis at least, the precise details available 
to British intelligence about the Israeli use of the forged doc u m en ts, in 
order to repair damages. 

Furthermore, if Loudon does not take decisive action against Israd 
in this regard, rather than forgetting: the" whole business with the. 
Israeli “apology,” it would only encourage the Jewish state’s 
arrogance and feeling of impunity from the West. The ball is dearly 
still in the British court; let us watch and see how the game develops.

‘Foreign parties’ 
blamed for 
Muslim-Christian 


iction in Egypt

BENI SUEF, Egypt — Muslim 
and Coptic Christian leaders here 
are trying to block rumour- 
mongering in an effort to pre- 
serve foe delicate sectarian ba- 
lance and avoid violence between 
the groups. 

“There are very bad things 
happening here,” saidf Father 
Yoakim, an assistant to foe Cop- 
tic bishop of Beni Suef. He said 
Muslim and Coptic leaders were 
holding public meetings to fight 
the spread of rumours, which 
have led to violence in recent 
weeks. 

On Feb. 25-26, rumours sent 
hundreds of Muslim fun- 
damentalist university students 
rioting through Beni Suef, a pro- 
vincial capital 120 kilometres 
sooth of Cairo. The rumour said 
Coptic girls were spraying the 
veils of Muslim girls with an 
American-made substance that 
caused dozens of tiny crosses to 
appear when the veils were 
washed. 

The same rumour has circu- 
lated in other southern towns. 

The rioters in Beni Suef looted 
at least a dozen |Christi^ir^>w^d 
shops. Afterward', riuribtirs about 
a rape circulated among Coptic 
Christians, spawning threats of 
retribution against Muslims from 
some in foe small Coptic com- 
munity. 


M uslims in Sohag, 290 
kilometres southeast of Beni 
Soef, accused Christians of set- 
ting fire to a mosque, ignoring 
government assurances that the 
fire was an accident. Rioters re- 
sponded by burning down one 
church and trying to destroy 
another. 

Officials said the rumour 
caused a window-smashing ram- 
page by students early in March 
at Al-Fayoum, a western i desert 
oasis just northwest of Beni Suef. 
The state-owned newspaper Al 
Akhbar said none of the 46 stu- 
dents arrested could substantiate 
foe rumour. 

Trouble has arisen occasionally 
since foe late 18th century be- 
tween Egypt’s Muslims, who 
number about 45 million, and the 
6 milli on Coptics. Until the early 
1900s, Egyptian nationalists often 
blamed it on French, Turkish and 
British colonisers pursuing a “di- 
vide and rule” policy. 


State-owned media usually 
treat co mmunal strife with great 
caution, but since the southern 
riots, columnists have warned 
against rumours said to be spread 
by unnamed foreign parties seek- 
ing to inflam e sectarian feelings. 

Yussef Wali, a deputy prime 
minister, included such a warning 
in a campaign speech for next 
month's parliamentary elections, 
indicating how seriously Presi- 
dent Hosni Mubarak’s govern- 
ment views foe problem. 

“Muslim and Coptic leaders 
say foreign elements are trying to 
generate sectarian strife. They do 
not say why. 

“These are isolated incidents 
and have no connection with the 
Islamic groups,” said Gaber 
Rizk, spokesman in Cairo for foe 
Muslim Brotherhood. “They are 
suspect incidents, as if there is a 
plot by hidden hands to stir up 
sectarianism.” 

Rizk’s organisation is fun- 
damentalist, but comparatively 
moderate. 

Father Yoakim said he be- 
lieved the rumours of sectarian 
incidents were started by “foreign 
parties.'” 

The last-serious sectarian trou- 
ble occinWdin 1981 at AlZawya 
Al HamriC a 'working-class dis- 
trict of Cairo, when an argument 
between Muslim and Christian 
housewives ballooned into wide- 
spread violence that killed at least 
10 people. The women, tenement 
dwellers, bad quarreled because 
one’s washing dripped water onto 
the other’s balcony. 

Rumours flew through the dis- 
trict, inciting residents on both 
sides. 

Visitors in recent months to the 
southern capitals of Assiut and 
Minya, both south of Beni Suef, 
reported tension between Muslim 
and Christian - inha bitants. 

Life appears normal in Beni 
Suef, with horse-draw carriages 
filling the streets, but a sense of 
forboding lies just below the sur- 
face. 

- “My shop was burned down,” 
said Tadros Nan Tadros, a Christ- 
ian carpet dealer. “Now I am 
afraid to try and fix it in case 
someone burns it down again.” 

Abdul Ghafar Al Bahnasawy, 
a Muslim neighbour, blamed the 
tension on fundamentalists. 

“What has happened to my 
Coptic brothers pains me,” he 
said, “And it is wrong.” 



Alleged ‘note from dictator’ no longer needed

WASHINGTON — Tens of 
foousands-of aliens, . who , claim 
they are fleeing oppression in 
their homelands may no longer 
need “a note from their dictator” 
that h uman rights groups Haitiwd 
was needed to get political asy- 
lum in foe United States. 

The supreme court said that 
aliens need only show “ well- 
founded fear” of persecution to 
be granted residency. 

“The administration (of Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan) must be 
stunned,” said Arthur Helton of 
foe Lawyers Committee for Hu- 
man Rights in New York City. “It 
will be a quite significant deci- 
sion. Over time you will see 
increaring numbers” ’ being 
granted asylum. * 

Verne Jervis, a spokesman for 
foe U.S. Immigration and Natur- 
alisation Service, sought to mini- 
mise the importance of the ruling. 

“The bottom line is we expect a 
somewhat higher (asylum) 
approval rate, but not substan- 
tially higher,” he said. 

The supreme court ruled last 
week that refugees who say they 
face imprisonment, torture and 
even death in their native land 
need only show a well-founded 
fear of persecution to win asylum. 

The court rejected the adminis- 


tration’s argument that refugees 
prove “a dear probability” they 
face harsh retaliation before they 
are allowed to remain in the 
United States.

Autobiography jeopardises Schumacher’s career

BONN — With his provocative 
autobiography “Starting Whis- 
tle” Harald ‘Tom” Schumacher, 
one of soccer’s most controversial 
characters, has unintentionally 
blown the final whistle on his own 
West German career. 

Within four days of the book 
going on sale, it was dear that the 
33 year-old goalkeeper had 
scored a spectacular own goaL 

The West German soccer fed- 
eration (DFB) banned him from 
the national team for good and he 
became an outcast with his only 
dub Cologne, the side he had 
devotedly served for 15 years. 

Internationally respected as 
one of the best goalkeepers in the 
world, the fiercely proud Schu- 
macher had to accept an ignomi- 
nious end to seven years in the 
national team. He played 76 
times, appearing in two World 
Cup finals and winnig a European 
title. 

Schumacher, whose hostility to 
the press has made him as un- 


loved by journalists as he is popu- 
lar with tire public, maintained 
his customary silence apart from 
a shade television interview dur- 
be defended his book, 
his allegations of dope 
taking among past and present 
West German players captured 
the headlines, it was Ms merciless 
attnrJwf on coDeagues and o fficials 
winch provoked disciplinary ac- 
tion.

Schumacher, boro in Dueren 
not far from the cathedral city, 
has played more game for Col- 
ogne than anyone else and has 
often said he could never imaging 
{flaying for another team. 

But his claims that Cologne 
players have been taking drugs 
for years and that he himself had 
experimented with pep pills were 
too much for officials who ruled 
he had brought the dub into 
disrepute. 

It is dear he will not play for 
the team again and that his future 
career as a goalkeeper would 
have to be abroad. 

However, there are at least two 
positive aspects of tbe bizarre 
affair for S chumach er. 

One is that Ms drag allegations 
will almost certainly result in reg- 
ular dope testing in the Btmdesli- 
ga next season. 

The second is that the publicity 
is making “Starting Whistle" sdi 
like hot cakes. 70,000 copies were 
sold within four days and the 
publ ishers ordered a reprint with 
firm hopes that they can sell more 
than twice as many as originally 
expected.

LONDON (R) — Equities in London drifted lower throughout a 
quiet session, with the majority of operators content to remain era 
the sidelines ahead of Tuesday’s budget speech by Chancellor of 
the Exchequer Nigel Lawson. 

However, dealers said the market’s mood was optimistic and 
they noted a widely-held belief dial the chancellor will cot foe 
bade rate of income tax by 2p in foe pound or more, and set the 
scene for a farther cat in lOVi per cent base rates by reducing the 
target for public sector borrowing. 

At 1530 GMT- the FTSE 100 index was 7.8 points down at 
1,992.2 after an opening 1,998.9. 

One dealer said Monday’s easier trend reflected foe market 
“taking its foot off the accelerator rather than potting it on the 
brake.” He added “so much good news has already been 
discounted that most want to see if it is, in fact, delivered. ” 

A cut in personal taxation would help boost consumer 
spending, and it is widely expected that in the wake of foe budget 
conditions will be right for a further hal f-poin t cat in base rates. 
However, some are more bullish and anticipate that another full 
point off lending rates could be on the cards.

S. Korean car 
exports surge 

SEOUL (API — South Korea 
exported 28,200 cars in February, 
up 22 per cent from January and 
29.3 per cent higher than the 
same month last year, the govern- 
ment said. 

The February shipments 
brought to 5L700 the total nmn- . 
ber .of cars JSoath. % Korea has^ 
exported tins year^tra: ministry of* 
trade and industry said. 

South Korea exported 302,000 
cars, mostly subcotnpact models, 
last year. The United States was 
its largest customer with 168,000, 
followed by Panada, which tot* 
72,000. 

Sooth Korean car exports are 
expected to increase sharply this 
year. The country’s two other 
automobile manufacturers — 
Daewoo Motors Co. and Kia 
Industrial Co. — soon will begin 
shipping subcompact models to 
the U.S. market. 

Daewoo is a joint venture be- 
tween General Motors of the 
United States and South Korea’s 
Daewoo Group. Kia is owned 
partly by the U.S.-based Ford 
Motor Co. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — For the first time this 
decade, strikes and lockouts are on the increase in 
the United States as both unions and employers are 
showing a renewed willingness to launch or fight 
work stoppages. 


New Labour Department fi- 
gures for 1986 in three categories 
are all above levels of the two 
previous years: The number of 
major strikes or lockouts, the 
total number of striking workers 
and the number of lost work days 
for the year. 

Major work stoppages, or 
those involving at least 1,000 
workers, had been declining 
steadily for six years — from 235 
in 1979 to 55 in 1985. 'But the 
number jumped back up to 69 last 
year, as more than half a million 
workers either walked off or were 
locked out of their jobs, com- 
pared with just a third of a million 
a year earlier. 

“The unions feel they’ve come 
to the end of the line on 
givebacks and concessions, they 
want back what they gave up and 
they're a little more restive,” said 
Mr. Leo Troy, a professor of 
labour economics at Rutgers Uni- 
versity. 

“On the other hand,” Dr. Troy 
said, “economic conditions axe 
still working against them, parti- 
cularly in manufacturing — just 
look at the trade balance with 
Japan — and employers are not 
wQHng to give in.” 


According to foe new figures 
from the Bureau of Labour Sta- 
tistics, nearly 11.9 million work 
days were lost to strikes or lock- 
outs last year, a 68 per cent 
increase over 1985. 

A 25-day strike against Amer- 
ican Telephone and Telegraph 
Co., a six-month labour dispute 
affecting 22,000 united steelwor- 
kers at USX Carp, and a five- 
month combination strike-lock- 
out affecting 12,000 members of 
the United Auto Workers at 
Deere and Co. accounted for 
more than half of foe days idle. 

In all three cases, the com- 
panies were demandin g fa rther 
wage and benefit cuts, elimina- 
tion of annual cost-of-living 
adjustments (COLA), or an end 
to restrictions on their ability to 
farm out work to non-union sup- 
pliers. 

“Employers still generally have 
the momentum,” said Mr. 
Charles Craypo, chairman of the 
economics department at foe 
University of Notre Dame. 
‘'They’re going for the third and 
fourth straight rounds of conces- 
sions, using foe threat that other- 
wise they'll shut down,” be said. 


“Workers and muons are resist- 
ing concessions now because their 
experience leads them to believe 
it won’t save their jobs,” Mr 
Craypo said. “It's those two 
forces that are colliding.” 

Just as big a factor, Mr. Craypo 
and other labour economists 
agreed, is the breakdown in so- 
called .“pattern bargaining” in 
which one — usually foe lead — 
company reaches a settlement in 
a particular industry and the 
others quickly agree to the same 
terms. 

Pattern wage floors have con- 
stantly been eroding in the airline 
and meatpacking industries. And 
for the first time in recent history, 
the seven major steel companies 
derided last year to bargain 
separately instead of as an indus- 


try with the steelworkers union. 

Several of foe largest railroads 
and coal companies have indi- 
cated in foe past few months that 
they wfll join that trend the next 
time their contracts expire and 
break away from industrywide 

bar gaining 

Mr. Richard Belous, a labour 
economist for foe Conference 
Board, a research group financed 
largely by large corporations, said 
foe likely result will be more 
strikes. 

“The chief benefit of pattern 
bargaining was that it provided a 
norm chat both sides could accept 
as fair,” Mr. Belous said. “With- 
out it, reaching that point is 
harder. If you’re a personnel 
m a n a g er or union negotiator, it 
makes you a lot more nervous 


that next week somebody else 
will get a better deal and you'll 
have to answer why to your boss 
or your members.” 

Such internal political consid- 
erations have always been a ma- 
jor bargaining factor for unions, 
whose leaders have to stand for 
reelection every one to five years. 
The current wave of corporate 
takeovers also has made internal 
political posturing more neces- 
sary on the management side of 
the table, according io Mr. Be- 
lous. 

“Hie human resources mana- 
ger now has to prove, not only to 
his board, but also the financial 
community, that he’s a Mr. 
Macho and just as rough and 
tough as any corporate raider 
who comes along,” he said. 


Yugoslavs reject pay freeze 


Taiwan plans to allow public 
to purchase foreign stocks 


BELGRADE (R) — Yugoslav 
factory bosses attacked a govern- 
ment pay freeze Monday, adding 
their voices to those of thousands 
of workers who went on strike 
over the issue last week. 

Senior executives from several 
major Yugoslav industrial enter- 
prises, in interviews with foe 
national news agency Tanjug. re- 
jected foe freeze which is part of 
government efforts tc curb ram- 
pant inflation of almost 100 per 
cent. 

A Yugoslav television braod- 
cast also hinted late Sunday night 
that industrial unrest might 


spread to Bosnia, Prime Minister 
Branko Mikufic's own region, 
which has a reputation for tough- 
ness against dissent. 

So far there have been no 
reported clashes between work- 
ers and police and no street pro- 
tests, but eyewitnesses say the 
police presence on streets in some 
cities is visibly greater. 

At least 60 strikes have taken 
place around the country over the 
past one to two weeks, according 
to local press reports, mostly in 
Croatia and involving many 
thousands of workers. 


TAIPEI (AP) — The govern- 
ment is considering allowing 
Taiwanese to invest in foreign 
stock markets to help reduce 
Taiwan’s huge foreign reserve 
holdings and ease upward press- 
ure on the Taiwan dollar, a gov- 
ernment official said Sunday. 

Vice Economic Minis ter Hsu 
Kuo- An said the economic rnnris- 
try and the govemment-nm Cen- 
tral Bank of Chinn are studying 
measures to allow Taiwanese to 
buy stocks of foreign companies, 
but refused to say how the purch- 
ases would be made in Taiwan, 
which has strict foreign exchange 
controls. 

Mr. Hsu also refused to say 
when the measures might be 
ready for presentation to the ex- 


ecutive Yuan, or cabinet, for 
approval. 

Mr. Hsu said foe aim is to 
reduce Taiwan’s foreign reserves, 
boosted by this island’s growing 
trade surplus, to about $50 billion 
by the end of February. 

Taiwan’s trade surplus totalled 
$15.6 billion last year, compared 
to $10.6 billion in 1985 In trade 
with the United States, which 
buys 48 per cent of Taiwan's 
exports, foe surplus was $13.6 
Mb on. 

One reported result has been 
pressure on Taiwan to let the 
Taiwan dollar rise against foe 
U.S. dollar, which makes Taiwan 
products more expensive and less 
competitive abroad.

NEWS IN BRIEF 


S. Arabia introduces share index 

JEDDAH (R) — Saudi Arabia’s ministry of finance and national 
economy has started issuing an index to measure share activity in 
the kingdom. An official of foe ministry’s national centre for 
financial and economic information said foe weekly index, based 
on tire U.S. standard and poors index, had been kept for over two 
years, but was only now being published. Measuring the prices of 
48 companies currently traded in Saudi Arabia, the index reached . 
68.72 points in the week ended last March 5, down from previous 
week’s 69.50.lt is divided into four subcategories — agriculture 
which stood at 99-03 points mi March 5, industry at 54.44, services 
at 76.93 and finance at 61.46. The ministry has begun issuing the 
index at a time when the situation is improving in foe Saudi stock 
market after a two year decline. 

China, S. Yemen sign six accords 

PEKING (R) * — China and South Yemen signed six agreements 
on economic, technical and cultural cooperation last week, the 
official New China News Agency reported. The agency said the 
ceremony was' attended by Chinese Premier Zhao Ziyang and 
visiting South Yemen Prime Minister Yasseea Said No’man. 

African states want to form joint airline 

DAR ES SALAAM (R) — Tanzania, Uganda, Zambia, Zim- 
babwe and Botswana have signed a declaration of intent to form a 
joint airline, Tanzania’s Shihata News Agency reported last week. 
The declaration was signed in Arusha, northern Tanzania, by 
ministers from the five countries. Delegations from Lesotho and 
Malawi, and from several financial and air transport organisa- 
tions, attended the meeting. A communique quoted by Shihata 
said a steering committee make m> of chief executives of 
participating national airlines would be formed. Tanzania is to 
coordinate implementation of the proposals. Financial assistance 
would be sought from the African Development Bank, the East 
African Development Bank and other international agehdes. 
Kenya did not attend the Arusha meeting. Kenya, Uganda and 
Tanzania jointly owned East African Airways, which collapsed in 
1977 after disagreements among the three partners.

V.W. losses 
may involve 
many traders 

FRANKFURT (R) — The sus- 
pected foreign exchange fraud 
reported by West German car- 
maker Volkswagen (V.W.) is so 
large that more than jjne trader 
was probably involved in wrong- 
doing, currency sources said 
Sunday. 

Die company’s reported loss of 
480 million marks ($260 million) 
in currency transactions aimed at 
hedging against fluctuations in 
the value of foe U.S. doDar has 
produced a major shakeup 
among senior executives. 

It has also threatened to delay' 
government plans to sell off its 20 
per cent share of V.W.’s ordin- 
ary capital. Finance Minister 
Gerhard Stoltenberg was quoted 
as saying. 

A V.W. spokesman said Sun- 
day, Mr. Rolf Selowsky, financial 
member of the management 
board, had resigned. Last week, 
foe firm’s foreign exchange chief 
Burkhard Junger was fired and 
two executives were suspended. 

The suggestions that several 
traders were implicated in foe 
fraud followed weekend news- 
paper reports that prosecutors 
were transferring foe focus of 
their enquiries to Frankfurt, 
where foe bulk of foreign ex- 
change is transacted in West Ger- 
many.

MANILA, Philippines (AP) — President Corazon 
" Aquino on Monday called for greater use of helicop- 
ter gunships and airborne troop carriers in opera- 
tions against the rebels to reduce casualties among 
government soldiers. 


“I have argued, almost nagged, 
for greater air mobility," she told 
about 500 military an d civilian 
personnel at ceremonies marking 
the 25th anniversary of the Logis- 
tics Command. 

Also Monday, the military re- 
ported that police fatally shot 
three Communist rebels daring 
an abortive raid on a town hall 
some 40 kilometres north west of 
Manila.. 

Maj. Vidal Qnerol, operations 
chief for central Luzon, said a 
police detachment guarding the 
town hall of Sezoman in Parnpan- 
gas province fired on about 15 
New People’s Army (NPA) guer- 
rillas as they were preparing to 
attack Sunday night. 

He said it was the second abor- 
tive attack on a town hall in the 
province in the past month. Maj. 
Querol said the Philippine Con- 


stabulary, the national police, 
were stepping up security around 
public headings In the prov in ce. 

Earlier this month. Chief of 
Staff Gen. Fidel Ramos said re- 
bels were increasing attacks on 
town halls and other gov e r nm ent 
centres at an “alarming rate" 
the 60-day cease-fire expired on 
Feb. 8. 

MUitaiy officials said at least 13 
people were lolled last weekend 
in rebel attacks throughout the 
country. 

In her speech, Mis. Aquino 
said, “I know that combat heli- 
copters axe not the ultimate solu- 
tion to the i nsur g en cy nor even 
the last word in tactical advantage 
in a counterinsurgency. ” 

But, she said, “weed saves 
lives and multiplies firepower. I 
will not gamble with the safety of 
our soldiers.” 


The 54-year-old president said 
the military will continue combat 
operations against the rebels 
wMe offering amnesty “to those 
who see the futility of their 
struggle.” 

But a former lawyer for the 
rebel National Democratic Front 
(NDF), Romeo Capulong, told 
reporters be saw no prospects for 
peace because of the Aquino 
government’s “counter-revolu- 
tionary programmes? 

“There wul be uo peace if the 
gov ern ment continues to counter 
the revolution and kill the revolu- 
tionaries without solving the 
problems of the people,” said' 
Mr. Capulong, who is running for 
the senate in the May 11 election 
on die Partido Ng Bayan (Peo- 
ples Party) ticket. 

Meamriiile, the NDF n chapter 
on Negros Island appealed to 
Roman Catholic leaders not to 
become “ unw itti n g parties in the 
government's counterinsurgency 
drive and the policy of low in- 
tensity conflict dictated by U.S.

NEW YORK (AP) — Pakistani 
middlemen may have siphoned 
off up to half the $1.35 billion in 
covert U.S. aid sent to Afghan 
rebels since 1980, according to 
this week’s edition of Newsweek 
magazine. 

Quoting unnamed U.S. con- 
gressional sources, the weekly 
magazine said the loss of what 
may be between 30 per cent and 
50 per cent of the money is due to 
the Central Intelligence Agency’s 
(CIA) inability to audit the arms 
and ammunition reaching the 
Afghan, anti -Communist guer- 
rillas. 

“It looks as if the CIA is willing 
to accept a leakage of perhaps 30 
per cent as the price of doing 


butiness (in Pakistan),” one con- 
gressman is quoted as saying. 

Andrew Eiva, a private 
Washington analyst, was quoted 
by Newsweek as saying that much 
of die U.S. -funded urilitaiy hard- 
ware purchased for the rebels is 
ordered by a committee of Pakis- 
tani generals.

‘Mozambique has world’s 
worst living conditions’ 


WASHINGTON (R) — Mozam- 
bique is the worst country in the 
world to live in while Switzerland 
is the best, according to a report 
published by a private group con- 
cerned about population and the 
quality of life. 

Other countries with the 
poorest living conditions include 
Angola, Afghanistan, Chad, 
Mali, Ghana, Somalia, Niger, 
Burkina Faso, the Central Afri- 
can Republic, Ziare, Benin and 
Malawi, according to the human 
suffering index, a study prepared 
by the Population Crisis Com- 
mittee. 

The most comfortable coun- 
tries to live in besides Switzerland 
were West Germany, Luxem- 
bourg, Hie Netherlands and the 
United States, according to the, 
study.. 

Of the countries with the poor 
est rating, 24 are in Africa, and 
six are in Asia. None is in Europe 
or the Western hemisphere. 

Those with the best rating in- 
clude 20 countries in Europe, 
Australia and New Zealand, 
Japan and Singapore, the United 
States, Canada, and Tirnidad and 
Tobago. 

The index considers inflation, 
labour force growth, growth of 
urban population, infant mortal- 
ity, daily per capita calorie supp- 
ly, access to clean drinking water, 
energy consumption, adult litera- 
cy rate, and personal freedom. 

The group, which advocates

Soviet cargo ship sinks 


NEW YORK (R) — A Soviet 
ship that be gan listing sharply in 
heavy seas when its cargo shifted 
has sunk in 3,658 metres of water, 
a U.S. official has said. 

All 37 crewmen of the 6,023- 
tonne Komsonolets Kirogizii 
were rescued unharmed by U.S. 
Coast Guard helicopters Satur- 
day abcnft 3% kilom^res sooth of 
Cape Cod, Massachusetts. 

The crewmen were first taken 
to Atlantic City, New Jersey, and 
then to a “Soviet recreational 
centre about 100 kilometres from 
Wash ington D.C. where they 
were given clothing, beds, food 
and so on,” said Anthony Willett, 
spokesman for the Federal Avia- 
tion Administration. 

The crewmen were interviewed 
by the U.S. Immig ration and 
Naturalisation Service (INS) be- 


fore they left, he added. 

“As far as I know none of the 
crew asked to defect. They were 
just a bunch of tired people very, 
very glad to be alive,” he said. 

The INS routinely interviews 
people who enter the -United 
States under unusual circumst- 
ances. 

“There bad been plans for the 
Soviets to return and try to sal- 
vage the ship, but those plans 
have changed,” 

The ship had left Halifax, Nova 
Scotia, and was heading for Cuba 
with 10,292 tonnes of flour when 
its cargo suddenly drifted in 4.5 to 
6 metres seas driven by winds up 
to 50 miles per hour, the Coast 
Guard said. 

The crewmen were to leave for. 
the Soviet Union on Tuesday, 
Willett said.

stralia’s former intelligence rfrief 
said in an interview. 

Harvey Barnett, retired direc- 
tor-general of the Australian 
Security and Intelligence^ Orga- 
nisation (ASIO), told the Pacific 
Defence Reporter magazine that 
publication of Peter Wright’s 
book Spycatcher coaid hurt Bri- 
tain and Australia. 

Wright, a farmer high-ranking 
officer in the MI-5 counter- 
espionage agency, won an 18- 
month legal battle against the 
British government last Friday to 
lift a temporary ban on his book. 

The New South Wales supreme 
court ruled, however, that the 
publication of Ms memoirs should 
be delayed for at least 28 days so 
Britain could appeal against its 
judgment. 

“If the Peter Wright book sees 
the light of day tbe floodgates will 


open for every misanthropic m- 
telHgeace officer in Britain to 
spill his personal beans,” said Mr. 
Barnett, who retired from tbe 
ASIO last July. 

Wright’s memoirs deal mainly 
with Moscow’s penetration of the 
British secret service and claims 
that the late MI-5 chief Sir Roger 
Hollis was a Soviet “mole.” 

Hollis played a key role in 
settingup the ASIO after World 
War II, but Mr. Barnett said 
there was no evidence that it had 
.been infilt rated by Soviet spies. . 

Describing 71-year-old Wright 
as an embittered man.wjgia chip 
on his shoulder, Mr. Barnet said: 
“It is likely that the information 
that he is now willing to display , 
pobfiefy may hurt the real interest j 
of both Britain and Australia.” 

Mr. Barnett told the monthly 
magazine that Wright was dis- 
playing a strange sense of respon- 
sibility “to betray now the work 
in which he willingly participated 
during his working life.”

The younger Hess visited his 
father at the hospital last week 
and said the elderly man’s condi- 
tion appeared to be dedming. 

Alfred officials, citing policy, 
have declined to comment on 
Hess’ condition. On Sunday, calls 
to the British militaiy spokesman 
in Berlin went unanswered.

nine lives since December. 

The Irish National Liberation 
Army (INLA) said Sunday that 
its snipers killed Gerard Steen- 
son, 29, a founder and framer 
military leader of the gro u p, and 
his associate Tony McCarthy. 

It accused Steenson, nick- 
named “Doctor Death,” of orga- 
nising a “series of terrible atrod- ' 
ties against our movement.” 

Ireland’s Roman Catholic Pri- 
mate, Cardinal Tomas O Raich, 
appealed for an end to the IN- 
LA's bloody feuding. 

“In God’s name stop the 
slaughter, much of it amongst 
farmer friends and comrades,” O 
Fiaich said in a statement 
Sunday. 

Steenson and McCarthy were 
trave lling by car Saturday nigh t 
through Baflymmpiiy, a Roman 
Catholic enclave in West Belfast, 
when gunmen riddled the car 
with bullets. Both men were bad- 
ly wounded and died in a hospital 
early Sunday. 

Police reported the attack, but

A day earlier, the INLA said it 
killed Fergus Conkm, 35, whose 
body was found Friday night near 
the border with the Irish Repub- 
lic.

“Since the inception of the 
movement Steenson’s name has 
been linked with the power strag- 
gle winch has divided the move- 
ment,” dm statement said. “The 
self-appointed Dr. Death ... 
(was) actively involved in con- 
tinuous and co n ce rt ed e fforts to 
undermine the au th ori ty erf the 
Republican Socialist Move- 
ment.” 

In 1985, Steenson was con- 
victed and sentenced to life im- 
prisonment on the word of a 
police informer on charges of 
Kilting five members of the secur- 
ity forces and a Protestant mili- 
tant. The charges were thrown 
out on appeal m December. ,

Mother Teresa denounces abortion 

NEW DELHI (AP)— Mother Teresa, winner ofthc Nobd Peace 
Prize, has condemned abortion in overpopulated India as “amoral 
and the destroyer of love.” “Abortion is a terrible thing the 
herself destroys her own child,” the 76-year-old Roman 
Catholic nun told a civic reception in Jabalpur city near Bhopal. 
The Yugoslav-born founder of the Missionaries of Ch arity , based 
in Calcutta, called upon poor mothers “not to destroy their 
unwanted children through abortion but hand them over to me.” 
Her remarks were carried by the United News of India (UNI). 
“God created the rfiflri to love and to be loved and love made the 
world beautiful to live in,” said Mother Teresa, who nuts h ome s 
for orphans, the destitute and the dying and is known in Calcutta 
as tbe “Saint of the Gutters.” She won tbe Nobel Peace Prize in 
1979 for her work with tiie poor. 

Trotsky’s great-grandson born 

TEL AVIV (R) — A great-grandson cf the assassinated Russian 
revolutionary Leon Trotsky was born in a Jerusalem hospital to 
Jewish settlers from tbe Israeli-occupied West Bank dty of 
Hebron, family friend Rabbi Moshe Levinger told Reuters. Tbe 
parents are Trotsky’s grandson David Axelrod, a computer 
engineer who emigrated from the Soviet Union, and his wife 
Annette, he said. The Jewish-bom Trotsky, a leader of the 1917 
Russian Revolution, was expelled from the Soviet Union in 1929 
and assassinated in Mexico in 15140, reputedly on the orders of 
titen-Soviet leader Joseph Stalin. 

AIDS carrier gives birth to baby 

KOCHI, Japan (R) — A Japanese housewife infected with AIDS 
has given birth to a baby, tiie first such casein the country, despite 
advice by doctors that she should have an abortion, a local 
government spokesman has said. Tetsuto Matsuo, head of Kochi 
Prefecture Health and Environment Department, told Retuers: 
“Both mother, an AIDS virus carrier, and baby have been doing 
well.” He said that it would be several weeks before it was known 
whether the baby was infected with the killer disease. He declined 

to identify mother or baby to protect their privacy. Matsuo said 
the woman was believed to have acquired the virus through a 
relationship with a male AIDS victim before marriage. Her 
husband is not infected. Doctors advised an abortion for rear tiie 
baby might be bom with AIDS or become infected during the 
actual both. They took various measures to prevent possible 
infection, including delivery by Caesarean section, use of an 
electric scalpel to lessen bleeding, and irrigation of the baby’s 
month, gullet and stomach after birth, Matsuo said. The infant 
will be artificially fed, he added. Last January, panic followed the 
first AIDS death of a woman, a prostitute, in western Japan. The 
go v ernm ent is preparing legislation to contain the toiler disease, 
which destroys the body's defences against infection. AIDS has 
claimed 29 victims in Japan, of which 21 have died. 

Timber trade destroys tropical forests 

LONDON (R) — A book published Monday blames European 
timber importers for the destruction of vast areas of tropical 
forests in Asia and Africa and says immediate action is needed to 
curb commercial logging. Die book, commissioned by the 
enviro nme n ta l group Friends of the Earth, says five million 
hectares (12J5 milli on acres) of forest is lost every year as a result 
of commercial logging. The group calls for urgent action by 
members of the European Community to help save rainforests by. 
ensuring that all timber imports originated from ecologically 
sound areas. Europe uses 40 per cent of tbe global trade in 
tropical hardwoods, imported mainly from Malaysia, the Philip- 
pines, the Ivory Coast and Gabon. Friends of tbe Earth also 
called for tiie setting up of a tropical forest, fund, which can be 
used for large scale regeneration in degraded forest areas as well 
as for de m arcating and protecting threatened forest areas of high 
biological importance. 

.Survivor of ferry disaster Is christened 

HALIFAX, England (AP) — Die tiniest survivor of the Belgian 
ferry disaster was christened a week late in a ceremony her 


cried throughout the half-hour service Sunday at the Serbian 
Orthodox Church in Halifax, West Yorkshire in north west 
England. “We are lucky to be alive and today’s ceremony has 
been something very special to os all,” said 20-year-old Julie 
Zutic, who was re turnin g to England from West Germany for the 
christening when the ferry capsized on March 6. Mrs. Zutic thrust 
her daughter into the arms of her 22-year-old husband, Petar, a 
moment before she was buried against a window of the stricken’ 
ferry Herald of Free Enterprise as it tipped on its tide. Zutic, a 
lance corporal in the Royal Corps of Transport stationed in West 
Germany, cfamg to a table and held onto Cariy until a rescuer 
managed to lower a ladder to them in tbe half-submerged wreck. 
Mrs. Zutic was hauled to safety by ropes, bra for six horns neither 
of toe young couple knew if the other was alive.
